TOKYO, Sunday, Aug. 27 (AP) 
~The Korean Reds shifted their 
attack to the east coast Saturday 
and scored some gains against 
South Korean defenders after 
failing again to thrust through 
the deadly Kumhwa corridor on 
the central front. 

American officers said the ef- 
fectiveness of three Red divisions 
in the Kumbhwa sector fighting 
had been “cut in half” and the 
forward defense base of Taegu, 
12 miles to the south, was safe 
for the present. Big American 
guns took a heavy tool of Com- 
munist troops and tanks in this 
area, 

In the Pohang-Kigye area of 
the east coast, the Communist in- 
vaders attacked the South. Korean 
Third and Capital divisions. Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s communique 
at 1:25 a.m. Sunday (10:25 a.m., 
Saturday, St. Louis time), said the 
Reds had gained 2000 to 3000 
yards (up to a little less than two 
miles) but had failed to crack 
the lines. 

U. S. Planes Help. 

The South Koreans were aided 
by American planes which struck 
in force Saturday afternoon on 
that eastern end of the 12-mile 
United Nations defense line. 
Their rockets, bombs and machine 
guns helped check a “heavy at-

New Charges Incorporated in Informations 
Against Two Bars at 
Rock Island.

ROCK ISLAND, IIL, Aug. 26— 
A charge that the Chicago branch 
of the national crime syndicate 
imported girls to taverns here to 
perform nude dances was in- 
corporated today in criminal in- 


formations filed against two tav- 
erns by State’s Attorney Bernard 
J. Moran. 

Moran, a Democrat, who has 
cited 453 alleged violators in the 
course of a vigorous investigation 
of gambling in this area, filed 
informations alleging improper 
shows against Bea’s Bowery and 
the Fifth Avenue Club here. 

Operators of the taverns, he 
charged, produce nightly shows 
wherein “nude female dancers 
perform lewd, lascivious and sug- 
gestive acts” before the “mesmer- 
ized eyes of callow youth” and 
“jaded lechery of mature peep- 
ing Toms.” 

The dancers, described by Mo- 
ran as “strippers” or “peelers” 


were imported by a Chicago syn- 
dicate which “supplies sex for 
that city,” he charged. 

Spectators at such perform- 
ances, Moran charged, include 
known thieves, hoodlums, prosti- 
tutes and degenerates. Brawls 
and fights are frequent, he al- 
leged. 

The operator of Bea’s Bowery 
tavern, Beatrice Ryan, was ar- 
rested when she disobeyed a 
temporary closing order issued by 
Mayor Melvin L. McKay, shortly 
before Moran filed his petitions. ; 
The other taverns license also 
was confiscated. 

Moran said he chanced upon 
evidence of the improper exhibi- 
tions while conducting his gam- 
bling investigation. He observed 
that he had been warned he was 
alienating the political support 
of gamblers and that a movement 
to collect back taxes was alienat- 
ing the “good people.” 

“Now, I ask you,” Moran re- 
marked, “what is left politically 
when both good and bad people 
are alienated?”

Even if Formosa is not put on 
the agenda, Russia’s Jacob A. 
Malik made it clear yesterday that 
he will refer to the situation there 
in his speeches. 

“The Security Council undoubt- 
edly will discuss this question and 
determine the substance of the 
matter,” he said. He is chairman 
for the month of August. The 
Council will meet in closed ses- 
sion Monday for a technical dis- 
cussion of its annual report to the 
General Assembly. No date has

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP) 
—The Army drew up its plans to- 
day for running the railroads un- 
til the owners and two disputing 
unions can agree on operating 
terms. 

President Truman directed Sec- 
retary of the Army Pace to take 


over the 131 major railroads criss- 
crossing the continent at 4 p.m. 
(St. Louis time) tomorrow. This 
led the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen and Order of Railway 
Conductors unions to call off 
plans for a nation-wide walkout 
Monday of their 300,000 members. 

So the President's seizure order 
yesterday restored peace for the 
time being, and assured that the 
trains will keep running. The 
unions said their members would 
“gladly” work for the Govern- 
ment. 

But the Department of Justice 
was ready with the necessary legal 
papers to rush in for a court in- 
junction Monday in case there is 
any hitch in the announced deci- 
sion to work.

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Ground - breaking ceremonies 
were held today for the 500-bed 
Veterans’ Administration hospital 
to be erected in Vandeventer 
plate and named for the late 
Congressman John J. Cochran of 
St. Louis. 

The hospital was hailed as a 
“monument of the gratitude of a 
great nation to its soldier heroes” 
by Col. John J. Phelan, direc- 
tor of the Veterans’ Welfare As- 
sociation, a Community Chest 
agency which sponsored the cere- 
monies. 


Announcement of the name of 
the institution came in a letter 
from President Harry S. Truman 
toi Col. Phelan in which he wrote 
that his suggestion for naming 
the hospital after the late St. 
Louis congressman “whose dis- 
tinguished career was mari¢d 
throughout by a devoted and ef- 
fective concern for the welfare 
of our veterans” had been adopt- 
ed by the VA. 

President’s Comments. 

“This hospital is another step 
forward in providing medical care 
second to none for ill and dis- 
abled veterans of our wars,” the 
President wrote. “I know that all 
the citizens of St. Louis and of 
Missouri will work whole-hearted- 
ly to assure that the mission of 
the hospital shall be fulfilled.” 

Mayor Darst called the selection 
of St. Louis as the site for the 
hospital highly logical in view®of 
the fact that the city is the center 
of a large metropolitan area and 
is recognized as one of the out- 
standing medical centers of the 
world. 

Recalling that the purpose of 
the hospital was the treatment 
of wounds and injuries suffered 
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Warren Austin, American dele- 
gate, in a letter to Trygve Lie, 
U.N, secretary general, denounced 
the aggression charges as “ridicu- 
lous falsehoods” and said: 

“We would approve full United 
Nations investigation here, or on 
the spot. We believe that United 
Nations consideration would con- 
tribute to a peaceful, rather than 
a forcible solution of that prob- 
lem.” 

Spikes Malik’s Guns. 

The letter, circulated among 
delegations just before the Coun- 
cil session, was thought by in- 
formed quarters here to. have 
spiked the propaganda gun they 
expected Malik to fire at the 
meeting. 

The general. feeling had been 
that the Soviet representative 
would try to divert the Council's 
attention to Formosa. The Rus- 
sian made only a passing mention 
of the situation, however. He did 
not even try to have Chinese 
Communist Foreign Minister 
Chou En-lai’s complaint read into 
the record until Austin’s letter 
had been read by Ernest Gross, 
a member of the American dele- 
gation.

Prisoner Tells Army Au- 
thorities of Seeing 
Weapons Arriveas Late 
as June — Red China 
Forces on Border.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP)— 
The Army reported new evidence 
today Russian 


source yesterday that 120 heavy 
tanks were shipped to North Ko- 
rea in July from the Russian- 
controlled Manchurian port of 
Dairen, and that two Chinese 
Communist armies are massed 
near the Korean border. 

Russian spokesmen have in- 
sisted that the Soviet Union has 
provided the Korean Reds with 
no additional fighting tools since 
Russian soldiers were pulled out 
of North Korea. 

Pentagon Statement. 

At this morning’s regular brief- 
ing at the Pentagon, the army 
spokesman said: 

“Interrogation of North Korean 
prisoners tends to confirm .re- 
ports that Soviet Russia has sent 
equipment to the North Korean 
Reds after 1949. , 

“In one case a prisoner claimed 
to have seen as late as June 1950, 
the delivery of Russian weapons. 
He said he saw the Russian seal 
on boxes. Among the weapons he 
claimed to have seen were 24 76- 
mm. and 12 122-mm. artillery 
pieces. Representatives of the 
United Nations other than Ameri- 
can representatives witnessed the 
questioning of the above prisoner 
and stated that he made his state- 
ment without being subjected to 
threats or being offered any re- 
ward.” 

In response to inquiries, the 
Army spokesman said reports on 
the shipment of 120 tanks from 
Dairen described them as heavy 
tanks. He said the only heavy 
tanks Russia is known to have are 
Joseph Stalin IIIs, believed to 
weigh between 50 and 60 tons 
each and to mount 122-mm. guns, 
considerably larger than the 90- 
mm. on United States medium 


tanks. 

The officer said, however, that 
the information did not specify 
that the tanks wére Joseph Stalin 
Ills, and that it is possible the 
tanks really are Russian T-34 me- 
diums. 

Whether the reported tank re- 
inforcements can be brought to 
the battle area is a question in 
‘view of mounting American air 
attacks on communication lines. 

Strategists Worried. 

The report on the Chinese 
Communists massed at the Ko- 
rean border worried military 
strategists. 

It raised the question of wheth- 
er these seasoned Red troops will 
stay where they are or move 
southward to the aid of the 
stalled North Korean invaders. 

The latter step would mean a 
sharp revision of fighting plans 
for United Nations forces now 
seeking to liberate Korea. 

The Chinese Communist troop 
concentration is estimated unof- 
ficially at 200,000 men. This is 
more than double the estimated 
size of American forces in Korea. 

The spokesman said there is no 
evidence that any Chinese Com- 
munist troops now are fighting 
beside the North Koreans against 
American and South Korean 
forces. 

The Army’s reports said Chi- 
nese Communists at Antung had 
commandeered all shipping and 
wete mobilizing Chinese to move 
war supplies into North Korea. 
The spokesman said the Chinese 
Communists in Manchuria have 
prepared defenses along the Yalu 
river and that North Korean in- 
dustry was being moved into Man- 
churia. 

As to what the two Chinese 
Red armies poised in Manchuria 
may do, and how United States 
forces would react if the Chinese 
raoved into Korea, the spokesman 
would express no opinion.

Should the House take that ac- 
tion, the next step would be re- 
ferral of the charges to the Unit- 
ed States district attorney for 
prosecution. 

Won’t Give Committee Names. 

For the third time, Rumely 
would not give the committee 
yesterday the names of persons 
who have made large purchases 
of books from his organization. 

“You are invading our consti- 
tutional rights as publishers,” he 
said. “You are trying to bust up 
the Bill of Rights.” 

Rumely, registered as a lobby- 
ist, says the C.C.G. is a non- 
profit. organization dedicated to 
upholding constitutional freedom 
and the American way of life, In 
many books and other literature 
it has opposed legislative pro- 
posals of the Roosevelt and Tru- 
man Administrations. 

Kamp Already in Jail. 
Kamp’s Constitutional Educa- 
tion League also engages in pub- 
lishing activities. He refused in 
June to produce financial data 
which the committee demanded. 
Kamp already is serving a four- 
month jail term for contempt. of 
Congress. That conviction grew 
ut of his appearance before a 
ouse committee which investi- 
gated 1944 campaign spending. 
Patterson was called before the 
Lobby Committee early this 
month and refused to disclose 
certain financial operations of the 
Civil Rights Congress, an organi- 
zation listed by the Attorney Gen- 
eral as subversive. Patterson also 
refused to tell the investigators 
whether he is or ever has been a 
Communist. 

The maximum penalty for con- 
tempt is a year in prison and a 
$1000 fine.

Rescue Craft Rush In. 

When the distress call came,

Bacon said his first warning of 
the crash came when his civilian 
harbor pilot heard the freighter’s 
whistle through the fog.

Bacon said his ship was return- 
ing to port when the civilian har- 
bor pilot suddenly shouted “I 
hear a whistle!”

They were bear- 
down on us at a high speed. 

“I sounded a*collision warning. 
Then he hit us a few feet for- 
ward of the bridge on the port 
sidep I felt a terrific impact that 
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Leroy Meier, a Navy hospital 
man, second class, was suffer- 
ing from shock as he was brought 
to shore. 

“My God, I don’t know what 
the old man was thinking about 
going at full speed in that fog,” 
he cried.

The art of solving economic problems 
by taxation and charity funds is the 
dominating policy of today. The thought 
that there might be a cause of our dif- 
ficulties, and that eliminating the cause 
might be the least costly way out, is 
always put off for another age and gen- 
eration. It is not considered practical 
to seek causes or *o treat them. 

Yet Marquis Childs quotes General 
Secretary P. J. S. Serrarens, of the 
Spanish Basque trade unions, as saying, 
“The struggle against Communism is 
only a negative one if it is not at the 
same time a struggle against the allies 
of Communism, misery and social re- 
action, and if it is not in the first 

lace an enormous effort to bring about 

e triumph of social justice.” 

Of course, to achieve social justice we 
must have equal opportunity in God’s 
gifts, and fair rules. And this is the 
rub—the real economic rub. There has 
been a coup d’etat in the hogging of 
God’s gifts, and po:itical arrangements 

have been made for some men to pay 
other men for the right to live, work 
‘and rear a family on earth. Over and 
over and over again have the words 
land reform and agrarian revolt ap- 
peared in the new. 

One day we may wake up. We may 
realize that social justice starts with the 
“mother earth” factor—the land. In- 
quiry into natural and scientific, there- 
fore non-Marxist, methods which permit 
reform and land title possession, with 
justice in obligation of title holders, 
may yet be made in time to see a flow-° 
ering of individualism in an atmosphere 
of liberty in the world.

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To Prevent War 


The shock of the Communist invasion of 
South Korea started a frantic scramble by 
frightened men. It is well that we were alerted 
to our weaknesses. But it is now time to re- 
turn to a-sober appraisal of our course in the 
world. 

The first and most necessary step was taken 
by George F. Kennan, retiring State Depart- 
ment foreign policy expert, in what amounted 
to a valedictory address to those who ultimate- 
ly frame America’s policy—the people. 

War with Russia is not inevitable, he said. 

That cannot be repeated too often. The 
emphasis of America’s thinking should be on 
how to prevent war, not exclusively on how to 
win it if it does come. We should plan how 
to avoid using the atomic bomb, instead of 
demanding that it be dropped now. We should 
be prepared to fight if war is forced upon us, 
but first we should take steps to forestall it. 

First, as Mr. Kennan pointed out, we need an 
adequate military establishment, both for our- 
selves and for our friénds. But we also need to 
build the strongest possible democracy in the 
United States. We need to put into practice 
the ideal of democracy for Negroes, of equal 
opportunity for them and all victims of special 
privilege. Civil liberties should be guarded 
jealously, the rights of the Jittle man protected 
against encroachment. 

We need to do this as part of making the 
United States as strong as possible. We also 
need to do it as an example to the rest of the 
world of what democracy, real democracy, can 
accomplish. 


If we do it, then we can with clear mind 
and steady purpose undertake the promoting 
and encouraging of democracy throughout the 
world. We can build up the various propaganda 
media available to us for a campaign of truth 
without looking back over our shoulders to 
see what black spots at home must be hidden. 

To promote democracy abroad we must under- 
take an expanded program of economic as- 
sistance, so that ordinary people \will have 
something better to look forward to. We 
should use such methods as the Marshall plan 


_and the Point Four program to help fight pov- 


erty and despair. 


Hand-in-hand with economic aid must be a 
campaign to bring freedom to people who have 
never known it. We must cast adrift imperial- 
ists and oppressors. It is not through the 
Syngman Rhees, the Chiang Kai-sheks, the 
Francos that we can prevent war. 

And particularly we cannot prevent war by 
bowing to the McCarthyites, who would divide 
this country and promote hysteria in a mad 
effort ‘to take the reins at whatever price. 

There is no quick or cheap method of fore- 
stalling war. But prevented it can be, if we 
will but take steps to strengthen democracy 
and win people. 

War is not inevitable. 
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Ideas Mr. Gonter Left Out 


Traffic Commissioner Charles G. Gonter sticks 
to his convictions. Eliminating left turns at 
busy intersections, he told the Circuit Court 
grand jury, is about the only available way to 
speed traffic in St. Louis, aside from construct- 
ing new thoroughfares. 

There can be no argument about the pressing 
need for new thoroughfares. But far better 
short-term expedients are available than elimina- 
tion of left turns at all intersections controlled 
by traffic lights. 

The grand jury might consider, for example, 
how much traffic wotld be speeded by enforcing 
parking ordinances. It might see how much 
faster traffic moves through the co-ordinated 
electric signals on North Florissant avenue than 
it does on such a street as North Twentieth, 
where the lights seem to have been carefully 
timed to turn red just as a motorist approaches. 

The grand jury might consider how much 
stop signs stall traffic at such an intersection 
as Skinker and Millbrook boulevards, whereas 
electric signals with left-turn arrows move traffic 
with reasonable rapidity through the intersec- 
tion at Skinker and Delmar a few blocks away. 

Members of the jury might try turning left 
from Union boulevard into any street between 
Delmar and Natural Bridge during the rush 
hour, and see how much elimination of left 
turns at all intersections controlled by electric 
signals can slow traffic. 

They might consider raising the speed limit 
on parts of Gravois, Hampton, Lindell, Florissant 
and Riverview and a few other main arteries 
to the 35 or 40 miles an hour at which motor- 
ists drive anyway when there are no policemen 
around. And they might even consider estab- 
lishing more one-way streets, which really permit 
rapid movement of many automobiles. 
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Okie, 1950 


A sordid story of workers degraded into vir- 
tual peonage was told in Los Angeles to the 
President's Commission on Migratory Labor. It 
showed that the okie of qhom John Steinbeck 
wrote in “Grapes of Wrath” continues to be a 
problem in democratic America. 

Read the story first as an American desper- 
ately in need of believing that his fellow- 
countrymen mean what they profess about the 
equality of man and opportunity for all. Read it 
again as a national of another country who wants 
earnestly to believe in American democracy but 
who finds facts like these profotindly disturbing. 
Read it last as a Russian Communist who seeks 
evidence that American democracy is a fake and 
who finds here just what he hoped for. 

The story that has unfolded in Los Angeles is 
one of workers drugged and cheated and kept in 
subjection with prostitution and gambling. It 
is a story of $25-a-week wages, of wages running 
all the way down to as low as $5 a week after 
the mulcting process is through. A story of 
Mexicans, Filipinos, Hawaiians and Puerto 
Ricans imported into the farm fields so that 
there will be a surplus of labor and employers 
can exploit them unmercifully—exploiting, in 
the process, the American workers who must 
compete with them for jobs. 

Most of the story came from Rene Cardenas 
of Redwood City, a farm labor contractor, and 
Dr. Ernesto Galarza, research director of the 
National Farm Labor Union (AFL). All of it 
supports the conclusion by Monsignor Thomas J. 
O'Dwyer, director of charities and bospitals for 
the Welfare Bureau of the Catholic Archdiocese 
of Los Angeles: 

The Government should safeguard 
right and duty of migratory labor to one 
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Western sugar-beet culture, long cursed by de- 
pendency on migratory labor, is even now be- 
coming able—through ingenious inventions for 
cultivating, harvesting and topping beets—to rise 
above the degradation of coolieism. 

With the will to do it, unionism and really 
enterprising private enterprise could lick the 
problem of the migratory worker. It could be

Railroad Strikes Banned 


President Truman had no alternative but to 
seize the railroads, and leaders of the two unions 
which had threatened a nationwide strike had 
no alternative but to call it off. 

Perhaps nobody is officially willing to say so, 
but the fact seems to be that the right to 
conduct a nationwide railroad strike has become 
a myth. Little strikes, partial strikes, “token” 
strikes—yes. But a national strike against all 
the railroads, while it can be called, cannot be 
carried out so long as the President retains his 
wartime power of seizure. 

Surely this is the lesson of the three big 
postwar railroad labor disputes. 


In 1946, the engineers’ and trainmen’s unions 


rejected a fact-finding board's recommendation 
for a 16-cent wage increase, and-also rejected 
President Truman’s proposal of 1812 cents. The 
President seized the railroads. The unions went 
on strike, and tied up the nation for two days. 
But they had to abandon the strike, and settle 
on Mr. Trungan’s terms, after his demand for 
legislation to draft the strikers. 

In 1948, the engineers, firemen and switchmen 
rejected a fact-finding board award of a 1512- 
cent increase, and called a strike. The President 
seized the roads, and this time the men stayed 
on the job—when the Government obtained a 
court injunction. The Army ran the railroads 
for two months, until management and the 
unions had reached a settlement based on a 
1514-cent increase plus certain rules changes, 
some of which involved additional increases. 

So it has gone in 1950. The firemen ang con- 
ductors rejected a 18-cent board recommendation 
and a 23-cent settlement proposed Dy the White 
House. Having forced Government seizure, the 
unions have now called off their strike without 
waiting for a court injunction. Presumably the 
Government will run the railroads until manage- 
ment and the unions, probably with Government 
officials sitting in, reach a settlement. 

What all this adds up to is a sort of de facto 
amendment of the Railway Labor Act. National 
strikes have, in effect, been outlawed, and the 
Government has taken on the function’ of run- 
ning the railroads whenever all the processes 
of the mediation act have been exhausted and 
a national tie-up is threatened. ! 

Whether this is good or bad, it is the fact, 
and it seems to us to cut the ground under 
Senator Forrest Donnell’s bill to ban railroad 
strikes and impose compulsory arbitration of dis- 
putes. When arbitration is compulsory, both 
sides tend to send every dispute to the arbi- 
trators instead of bargaining them out. The 
present procedure, unsatisfactory as it is, at least 
requires the two sides to keep negotiating. 
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Reform School Without Reform 


Two years ago Missouri had one of the best 
and one of the worst institutions for the rehabil- 
itation of delinquent children. So says Albert 
Deutsch, perhaps the country’s leading writer 
on public health. He summarizes his visits to 
reform schools throughout the country in a 
book, “Our Rejected Children,” published re- 
cently by Little, Brown and Co. 

Missouri’s good institution was the training 
school for Negro girls at Tipton where, despite 
grossly inadequate facilities, an excellent job 
was being done, thanks to an understanding 
even though not highly trained staff. Deutsch 
reports the enthusiasm of Richard Clendenen, 
consultant for the United States Children’s Bu- 
reau, over the warm and relaxed atmosphere 
at the school. 

The bad school was at Boonville where boys 
were being taught to be professional criminals, 
and the whole atmosphere tended to prevent 
any real reformation. Fortunately, many im- 
provements have been made in the last two 
years, and completion of the Boonville building 
program will permit even more progress. 

But Deutsch voices a healthy skepticism about 
the future. “These good intentions and even 
the concrete changes have marked many a 
previous reform in many another state,” he 
writes. “A reform that gradually sank back into 
the old institutional quagmire when public in- 
terest waned and the reformers were left in 
isolated desolation.” : 

There have been far too many instances of 
persons who were not reformed by Boonville, 
the most recent being Harold Harris, whose 
criminal career began shortly before he was 
committed to Boonville 25 years ago and ended 
shortly after he shot and killed three persons 
at Eminence two weeks ago. There must be 
no waning of public interest. no sinking back 
into the old institutional quagmire. Instead, more 
improvement is needed. 
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Punishment Without Crime? 


In reinstating bail for Harry Bridges, the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals at San 
Francisco was impressed by the Government's 
failure to show that Bridges had advocated 
sabotage or sought to foment strikes on the 
waterfront. The Government simply asked that 
Bridges be locked up because he was alleged 
to be a Communist. 

Many Americans in their present medd would 
agree with the Government. Their views were 
undoubtedly expressed by the dissenting mem- 
ber of the Appeals Court, who held that bail 
should be revoked because the ability of Bridges 
and his union to paralyze West Coast shipping, 


But is the ability to commit sabotage to be 
regarded as equivalent to the commission of the 
crime itself? The same question is raised by

Anniversary of Nineteenth Amendment recalls vigorous arguments 
about it; critics wanted to protect the ladies against “dirty busi- 
ness of politics”; even today it is impossible to prove suffragists’ 
claim that voting by women would lead to better government.

The thirtieth anniversary today of the birth rate would decrease (as it has). To 


ratification of the Nineteenth Amendment 
serves to recall the arguments used against 


votes for women on the national level.* 


Those arguments were varied and vigorous. 


There were the devotees of states’ 
rights. The Constitution left voting quali- 
fications to the states, so to forbid any 
state to disqualify women from voting was 
to repudiate our time-tested principles of 
government. Yet the anti-suffragists of 
1920 shrank from urging repeal of the 
Thirteenth Amendment, forbidding a state 
to withhold franchise because of color. 


President Wilson had long advocated 
equal suffrage only by state action. He 
had changed by 1918. When the equal 
suffrage amendment came before the Sen- 
ate in that year, after having been ac- 
cepted by the House, he addressed the 
Senate in person to urge affirmative action. 
But the amendment fell two votes short at 
that time. Not until June 4, 1919, did a 
new Senate give it the necessary two-thirds 
vote. 


When Wilson went before the Senate in 
1918, the White House was being picketed 
by “militant” suffragists. The pickets 
ro fat on, and some of them were sent to 
ail. 


The President was outraged by the 
picketing. He told the Senate: “It is not 
alone the voices of statesmen and of news- 
papers that reach me, and the voices of 
foolish and intemperate agitators do not 
reach me at all.” .- 


Anti-suffragists commented: 
hearing voices.” 


There were the profound students of 
political science, who cited Plato and 
Aristotle, Locke and Montesquieu, the 
Federalist Papers; de Tocqueville and 
Bryce to show that voting was neither a 
right fior a privilege, but an onerous duty. 
Women should be spared this extra burden. 

There were the women’s-place-is-the- 
home-ers. By becoming involved in the 
dirty business of politics, perhaps even 
running for political office, women would 
inevitably neglect their supreme function 
of home-making and child-rearing. The 
divorce rate would increase (so it has), the

There were objectors on_ religious 
grounds. The Scriptures taught that when 
maw and woman married, they became as 
one; why should they have two votes? 
What of woman’s duty to obey her husband 
if she voted differently from him? If 
some. women had no husband, that was 
their own fault. 


There was guilt by association. The 
Bolsheviks had instituted woman suffrage 
on coming to power in Russia, so . It 
would have been equally logical to oppose 
teeth-brushing because this also was being 
advocated in Russia, but the expounder of 
guilt by association had never read a high- 
school text on logic. 


There were Southerners who feared that 
the Negro problem would be intensified. 
The New York Times was afraid that 
women’s votes would not be conservative 
votes. Western states where women voted 
had sent radicals like La Follette, Norris, 
Borah to the Senate. Ex-President Roose- 
veit, pro-amendment, was a “progressive,” 
and ex-President Taft, anti-amendment, 
was a conservative; vote against woman 
suffrage if you want more Tafts and fewer 
Roosevelts in Washington. 

All these arguments finally seemed to 
the Ameri¢an public like missing the forest 
for seeing the trees. Most Americans came 
around, slowly, to the unabstruse idea that 
women should not be denied the vote 
merely because they were women. It 
stacked up as simply as that. 

By 1920 woman suffrage was in etfect 
in Australia and New Zealand, the Scandi- 
navian lands, Communist Russia, Italy 
(after’ World War I), Germany (after 
World War 1), Great Britain (for women 
over 30). In France it had to wait until 
after World Whar II, in Switzerland it has 
not yet been adopted. 

In the United States no separate tabu- 
lation is made of how women vote. Hence 
it is impossible to check on the claims of 
the early suffragists that voting by women 
would be in the direction of better laws, 
better public officials, better government.

United World Federalists will be happy to know 
WOR has a bridge entitled “Brotherly Love: Better 
World,” and labor will be delighted to know that 
it has two bridges devoted to it, entitled respec- 
tively “Hard Labor—CIO,” and “Hard Labor— 
AFL.” “Hard Labor—AFL” is not as hard as 
“Hard Labor—CIO” because the music department 
belongs to the AFL. 

The original purpose of bridge music was not so 
much to change the mood as to change the scene, 
There are a lot of bridges which are just scene- 
shifters. WOR has one bridge called “Big City,” 
another called “Bigger City.” One of its best all- 
purpose scene-shifting bridges is entitled simply 
“From Here to There Without Fireworks.” Or 
WOR can get very specific with “Slow Taxicab in a 
Traffic Jam” or “Coming Out of Waterfall Music.” 
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SOMETIMES THE BRIDGES mix scene and 
mood at the same time. “Menacing Humor to 
Racetrack Background,” for example. My particu- 
lar favorite in this line is one called “Light Con- 
fusion—and Then Down the Stairs in a Hurry.” 

As for mood, the radio dramatist can settle for 
“Background—Nostalgic” and carry on from there. 
Or, if he likes music behind his words, he can get 
“Background Nostalgic—Tender Into Ye Rude 
Awakening.” Yet Rude Awakening, in this case, is 
simply a sad chord of a sort known in the trade as 
a stab. You've heard hundreds of stabs if you lis- 
ten to the radio much. Not all stabs are bad news, 
though. WOR can also provide you with a hopegul 
stab called “Things Are Looking Up.” 

If you pay much attention to mystery stories, 
you've certainly heard this one: “Sudden Tumul- 
tous Departure, Into Motor. Then Abrupt Arrival. 
Ominous.” That's a rather general bridge than can 
be used for all sorts of occasions. However, WOR

ence” to the higher side suit, 
hearts, leading the jack. 

Even if he had been left entire- 
ly to his own decision, South
